ST. JAMES’S THEATRE. 

With the commedietta of A Happy Pair, the 
old comedy of Paul Pry, and the burlesque of La 
Belle Sauvage, represented for the two hundreth 
time Mrs John Wood brought her first season to 
a close on Saturday night. At the conclusion of 
the comedy Mrs John Wood came forward amidst 
much applause, and delivered an appropriate 
address, referring with satisfaction to the past, 
and with the hope to the future. After stating 
that the season, which had consisted of nine 
months, had proved perfectly successful, notwith- 
standing the expression of some unfavourable 
anticipations, the fair lessee alluded to Gold- 
smith’s revived comedy of She Stoops to Conquer, 
which had commenced her campaign, reaching a 
run of 160 nights; whilst the Indian extravagan- 
za, which had celebrated the peculiarities of a 
certain “ little wee dog,” had attained a still more 
remarkable longevity.

OUR LITERATURE. 

THE vague, hazy, indenfiite character of 
our present literature is evident; and itis a 
great fault. Even clearness and lucidity of 
expression are lost in an attempt to be deep 
and pregnant. The Poet Laureate isa hazy 





| and, sometimes, not an elegant writer; some- 


times he is actually effeminate ; but then, he 
has pathos, fancy, spiritual fervour, and now 
and then exquisite musical faculty. Browning 
| is a far greater poet, and has a reach of thought 
utterly beyond Tennyson—irdeed, beyond 
any poet of our century save Goethe—but he 
| has faults that are fatal, in the eyes of classical 
|critics. The writer of this article ranks him 
; between Milton and Tennyson—a very honor- 
able rank, but just short of the highest. 
Browning, had he devoted his powers to the 
| stage, would have been invaluable; but he 
saw the inutility of doing so, while the Drama 
is in abeyance. 

Omitting Mrs Browning at present, we may 
mention Longfellow, called by a wit in 
America, ‘ Tennyson’s sungfellow,” and refer 
to him as another who exemplifies in his 
poetry want of clearness and distinct imagery. 
He is a feminine, and sometimes even a weak 
writer, but some of his sentiments are very 
sweet, and even beautiful. Put bone and 
muscle into Longfellow, and he would be a 
real poet. 

In the philosophic departments of the 19th 
century literature there is the same absence of 
breadth and power (of course I am now refer- 
ing to British authors). Mr Mill is clear; 
but then, he is not a deep thinker. Science 
istabead of the school Mill represents. Some 
of our scientific thinkers are acuter logicians 
than Mill. Many of our psychologists are but 
echoes of Coleridge, and Dr Stirling proves 
that Coleridge himself was a plagiarist. 

It is in fiction that England has far excelled 
other nations. Scott and Lord Lytton are 
worth nearly all the foreign writers of fiction— 
save Victor Hugo—collectively. In the second 
rank of novelists—for it is in the second only 
I recognise their claims—we have a score of 
clever, and oftentimes amusing romanciste, 
such as Wilkie Collins, Mrs Craik, &c. They 
do not deal with the profoundest feelings, and 
sometimes make grave ethical mistakes, abso- 
lutely striving to land us in an unchristian 
frame of mind, by lauding virtues that are 
apocryphal. This is the usual blunder of such 
minds that are unable to grapple with elemental 
truth. But what can we say tothe general 
spirit of the Drama, devoid of all original 
excellence, with paltry and vicious adaptations, 
full of French folly and extravagance? Is 
this a literature ? No; it isan abortion! We 
have xo dramatic literature at this day, an occa- 
sional gleam of talent only sufficing to show 
us our darkness—and our tragic actors are on 
a par with our authors. 

The throng of candidates for reputation in 
our periodical press is a real misfortune to 
literature. There is not room for a third part 


of their lucubrations in the press; and even 
writers of comparative celebrity find it difficult 
to get paid, in consequence of the plethora. 
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Some of our writers make bread and cheese by 
lecturing, while waiting their turn with the 
tardy publishers. Some of them read—not 
all particularly well. A few even take to the 
pulpit ; and, here and there, you ma~ find men 
with something like genius, expounding, what 
is deemed, by the clergy, rank heresy. For 
myself, I conclude all have their mission. I 
suspect "tis better as itis. At last we shall 
find out the scheme of divine providence ; and 
acquiescing in the wisdom of the scheme of 
things, count it not a misfortune that we have 
to do our best in the ranks as private soldiers.

STRAND. 


THAT old superstitious notion of the evils 
which prevail when “ the dog-star rages” might 
be in-some danger of revival if the credulous 
drew abrupt conclusions from a phenomenally 
bad performance inflicted on an unhappy section 
of the playgoing public last Saturday night. 
The choice of Sheridan’s School for Scandal for 
representatation by the present company of the 
Strend Theatre could only have been deter- 
mined by the baneful canicular influences, 
afflicting the judgment of the management. A 
comedy especially demanding from its illustra- 
tors a high professional training, and athorough 
mastery of ail the subtleties that constitute the 
art of acting, is not to be adequately represented 
by performers who, whilst perfectly competent 
to execute the tasks usually assigned them, 
collectively have no strength to sustain the 
weightier embodiments thus imposed. As 
Homer is renowned for the variety of modes in 
which he dispatches his heroes, so the Strand 
company might henceforth claim distinction for 
the different methods individually employed to 
destroy Sheridan. Any enthusiastic stickler for 
the respect due to our older dramatic literature 
must have earnestly endorsed Sir Peter Teazle’s 
demand that an Act of Parliament should pre- 
serve fame as well as game, and that “ no per- 
son should be permitted to kill characters and 
run down reputations.” Managers are gene- 
rally supposed to select pieces for the express 
purpose of fitting the peculiarities of performers. 
No such reason is to be traced in the present 
instance. With very few exceptions, each actor 
in the Strand version of the School for Scandal 
goes into his part as he would into a sentry-box 
—it touches him nowhere. To behold Miss 
Ada Swanborough as Lady Teazle, Mr Edward 
Terry as Sir Peter Teazle, Mr Walter Joyce as 
Joseph Surface, Mr J.Wallace as Crabtree, and 
Mr Uarry Wall as Sir Benjamin Backbite is only 
to recognise the truth of the managerial an- 
nouncement that the Strand possesses “ the best 
burlesque company in London.” There is sharp 
ness in Miss Eleanor Bufton’s Mrs Candour, 
some energy in the Charles Surface of Mr 
Harry Couch, some merit in the Moses of Mr 
David James, and some reflection of brighter 
days in Mr Charles Fenton’s Trip. In other re- 
pects there is not an excuse for the faintest 
term of praise. That the majority of the aud- 
ience seemed to enjoy the performance, approved 
of the acting, and relished with especial zest

The Philharmonic, which is now undergoing 
some extensive alterations, will be opened some 
time in September by Mr Charles Morton, a 
gentleman well-known in the musical world, and 
whose management of the Oxford and Canter- 
bury halls is a sufficient guarantee for his being 
the right man in the right place at the Philhar- 
monic. 

Mdlle. Nilsson has accepted an engagement 
for a six months’ tour in the New World, 
commencing in October. It is reported that 
upon the signing of the agreement her entrepre- 
neur presented her with a cheque for £5,000, 
The terms for which she has signed are, dit-on, 
£25,000 altogether for the six months, 

A Paris paper calls attention to the great 
increase of the salary of actors and actresses. 
It states that Frederick Lemaitre, who used 
to receive £40 a month, now gets £600; Melin- 
que, who got £32, now gets £360; Madlle, Far- 
guerie got £20, now gets £100; Berton got 
£40, now gets £240. At the Variete, where 
they used to pay £320 a-year, they now pay 
£1,200 ; and finally, Mdlle. Schueider is paid at 
the rate of £4,000 a year. 

The arrangements for the next season of Italian 
Opera at Cairo are progressing favourably, and 
the engagements include Mdmes.

GEORGE FREDERICK COOKE. 


Tue life and extraordinary career of this 
eminent and versatile performer has been so 
ably written by B.W.W. in this Journal, that 
a very condensed notice is all that is necessary 
inthis number. He was born in Westminster 
in 1755. He was the son of an officer, on 
whose death he resided with his mother at 
Berwick, where he was educated. He was 
articled to a printer, but having imbibed a 
strong passion for the stage, he appeared at 
Brentford as Dumont in Jane Shore. In 1778 
he debuted at the Haymarket for a benefit, 
without attracting much notice. After a period 
of 22 years, during which he was the hero of 
the Dublin stage, he returped to London, and 
appeared at C.G., as Richard III., in 1800; 
his success was unequivocal, and for the next 
ten years he divided the favor of the town 
with John Kemble. He then crossed the 
Atlantic, and was equally admired in New 
York, where, from habits of intemperance, 
which had ruined an originally robust consti- 
tution, he died, Sept. 26, 1812. 

His most popular characters were, in 
tragedy, Richard, lago, and Shylock ; in come- 
dy, Kitely, Sir Archy Macsarcasm, and Sir 
Pertinax Macsycophant.

MRS W. WEST. 

WE will now say a few words concerning the 
career of a once celebrated performer, a lady 
known to many of us as a teacher of elocution, 
who has had under her care many clever pupils 
now on the public boards. 

Petite and interesting, she, in her zenith, 
retained her position as an accomplished 
actress, both in tragedy and comedy, at the 
great theatres; Mrs W. West is the daughter 
of a Mr Cooke, and was born at Bath in 1795. 
She is cousin to the late Mrs Waylett, and 
from her imbibed a predilection for the stage, 
where she made her debut in May, 1810, in 
her native city, as Miss Hardcastle. She 
continued to play there with applause for two 
years, when she joined the Cheltenham 
company, and soon after, at the recommenda- 
tion of Charles Kemble, was engaged at C.G., 
where she appeared as Desdemona. She was 
well received, and played, during the remainder 
of the season, several leading characters. 
Next year she returned to Bath, and married 
Mr West, whom she preferred to two other 
gentlemen who were her suitors at the same 
time. In September, 1818, she appeared at 
D.L., and performed there for several seasons 
until she was superseded by Mrs Bunn. Her 
best parts were thought to be Cora, Cordelia, 
Jane Shore, Juliet, Mrs Haller, Lady Townly, 
Lady Teazle, Desdemona, &c. She played 
for many years with the great Kean and 





Macready. Under Osbaldistone’s management 
at C.G. she was frequently cast for charac- 
ters beneath her talent, evidently with the 
intention of placing Miss Vincent on the pin- 
nacle where Mrs West, by her reputation, 
should have stood. Characters like Ravina in 
The Miller and his Men and other melodramatic 
parts which she sustained at that period, 
although in some degree derogatory to her 
position as leading tragedienne under previous 
lessees, nevertheless gained force under her 
treatment, and on that account the public 
reaped the benefit of Osbaldistone’s tactics. 

We are happy to say Mrs West is in good 
health, and, for her years, vigorous ; her voice 
is still powerful and free from the tremolo that 
usually affects the larynx of aged profes.
